THE BEAT 

One tempestuous weekend in March 1979 was not only the date 
of the Three Mile Island nuclear incident, but itjwa^ also the very 
first show by a nascent band known as The Beat in ^mingham, 
England. \ 

Introduced as "the hottest thing since the Pennsylvania \ 
meltdown", the band had a sense that the next few'years coulK 
well be explosive! \ 

The Beat hailed from working class, industdaLBirmingham, / 
England. When The Beat rushed on to the music'i^ce/le in 1979/ir 
was a time of social, political and musical W)to/^T. Into th>^//^ 
storm came The Beat, trying to calm the W^ef^^ith their/jmiTe .

In late 2010 the Selecter returned to the music scene with a 
plan. Uniting the original singing duo of Pauline Black & Arthur 
‘Gaps” Hendrickson with a sleek, tight band augmented by a 
horn section at Bloomsbury Ballroom on Nov 13th, led to instant 
offers of a storming slew of shows early this year. Energised by 
the ejTtIm&iastic audience response, they decided to record a 
album "Made In Britain", produced by Neil 
on Sept 1st 2011 (and here at Skabour).

The Selecter were once described as "conspiring to make dancing 
the only way to walk". 31 years later, those words still hold true. 


SKABILLY REBELS 

During the two tone ska revival of 79, Roddy Radiation created a 
unique and instantly recognisable style that remains iconic to 
this day. Described by Mojo magazine as "the man who invented 
ska/punk" Roddy helped to create a spirit of innovation that 
inspired many. He continues to do that today with his own band 
The Skabilly Rebels. The Skabilly Rebels are a fusion of Jamaican 
rhythms with Rockabilly styling’s to create Skabilly. Formed in 
2005 the band has toured throughout the UK Ireland & Europe 
where they recorded a live album at the Kato Club Berlin. 

Recently they have completed their debut studio album "Blues 
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Attack". Roddy Radiation/Byers is best known as the distinctive 
lead guitarist with ska legends The Specials where he wrote 
several songs for the band. The most successful of which was 
"Rat Race", this peaked at number five in the UK singles charts 
in May 1980. "Hey Little Rich Girl" appeared on The Specials 
second album More Specials released October 1980. "Hey Little 
Rich Girl" (was covered by Amy Winehouse) and was released as 
a 7” single in Japan by Chrysalis Records in 1980. Byers also 
wrote and sang the lead vocal on "Concrete Jungle" from The 




Specials debut album, the song became a seminal part of the 
bands live performances. All of which are being enjoyed once 
again by Specials fans across the globe who have seen^.anilvwill 
be seeing the reformed band on one of their latest tours 

It was with The Bonediggers that Roddy first met and/worked 
with Sam Smith, a talented double bassist and guit^ist who 
remains with Roddy today in Skabilly Rebels. Skabill^ Rebelj^ve 
set is a mixture of the old and new, with songs fronithi^es\ 
Attack album and some of Roddy’s favourite Specials songs / 

A Roddy quote: "I’ve never seen boundaries betweep sfyl^ 
about mixing it up and going to different places" 1

THE DUALERS 

The Dualers consists of Tyber Cranstoun, and ht^eight-piece 
band. Until late 2010, Tyber performed as The Dealers with his 
brother Si Cranstoun, who left the band to persue a solo career. 
Whilst performing on the streets, most Saturdays\they sang 
cover versions of the songs they grew up listening 

The Dualers released their first material in 2004. On\24 October 
2004 their debut single "Kiss On The L/ps"entered the UK 
Singles Chart at # 21. In 2005 they released "Truly llmly Deeply' 
through Gut Records and it gave them their second UK hit single, 
reaching # 23. On 11 Nove mber 2 005. Chan nel 5 broa dcast a 
news report and an interviejw witp the brothers albout/^eir ^ 
achievements.

The British movie, Fool's Gold, starring Matthew 
McConaughey and Kate Hudson, featured The Dualers version of 
"Truly Madly Deeply" the same year the band headlined the 
Potsdam Ska Festival in Lindenpark, Germany. In 2009, The 
Dualers supported Madness at three of their outdoor concerts, 
and released their second album, "The Cooking Pot"[hai 
December.

Malcolm was born when the mutated leftovers from Battleska 
Galactica and the mould ridden scraps of some band called 
Come Back From Kenya, somehow sprouted legs and re-learned 
to play ska music. He was an abhorrent, bestial being of duality 
and contradiction. Malcolm later remembered bands usually 
needed more than two people and recruited the only real talent 
he knew, that chap from that band Kingskin who used to play 
trumpet with that other band Battleska. He lured him into the 
practice room with token treats and slivers of Funk music before 
revealing the true horrific nature of the project. Malcolm then 
made Trev listen to Turn The Radio Off. Twenty-Eight times.
